Along Liverpool’s five miles of 
smoke stained docks about half 
the 17,500 longshoremen refused 
to work ships. All Birken head’s 
2.000 dockers walked out. ' 
Agitation to tie up Southamp­ 
ton, port of great tran satlan tic 
passenger lines, spread among 
dock workers there. The 8 3,000- 
ton liner Queen Elizabeth, in­ 
bound from New York, increased 
speed in order to berth early .

THE DEFENSE also request­ 
ed a change of v enue—a trans­ 
fer of the trial to some other 
county —but J udge Bly thin held 
this in abey ance. 
He said the 
best test of whether a fair trial 
is possible in Clev eland will come 
with the actual selection of a 
jury .

Prime Minister Churchill’s cab­ 
inet today . 
A total of 17 other ministerial 
posts changed hands in a big 
shakeup read by most political 
observ ers as a sign Churchill’s 
retirement is not in the cards 
at this time although he will be 
8 0 on Nov . 30. 
The most significance in this 
connection was attached to the 
appointment of Housing Minis­ 
ter Harold MacMillan to succeed 
retiring Earl Alex ander as min­ 
ister of defense. 
MacMILLAN, 
a 
6 0-y ear-old 
book publisher, has been con­ 
sidered a likely successor to An­ 
thony Eden in the post of for­ 
eign secretary if and when the 
heir apparent to the aged Chur­ 
chill steps up into the premier­ 
ship. But, as the Independent, 
usually well informed London 
Times commented: 
“ It is unthinkable that Sir 
Winston Churchill would hav e 
mov ed him to such a key post as 
minister of defense if within a 
short time he were going to be 
mov ed out again.” 
It generally is conceded that 
Churchill will contiuue to head 
the gov ernment indefinitely in 
quest of what he has described 
as “ this last great prize I seek 
to win” —lasting peace between 
the western world and the So­ 
v iet Union.

FHA loans offer no 
perfect insurance against large- 
scale losses in the future.” 
INFLATION is the chief bug­ 
aboo of mortgage investors be­ 
cause it whittles at the value of 
the dollar. W arnecke believes 
that loans on apartm ent houses, 
shopping centers or other large 
projects are about 50, per cent 
more inflation-proof than loans 
on single family housing, where 
values change more. 
Funds that can be tapped for 
mortgages 
continue

grow. 
The United States Savings and 
Loan League, whose members 
are a source for much of the

homes, reports the flow of sav­ 
ings into their coffers in the first 
part of this y ear ran 18 per cent 
ahead of a y ear ago. Insurance 
companies,

larger building projects, report 
gains in available funds. And so 
do the commercial banks. 
Lower down-pay men ts, longer 
periods of pay ment, easier rates 
and the pool of available money 
to tap which the treasury and 
the Federal Reserve Sy stem m 
maintaining-^-all feed the latest 
housing boom, whose long life 
continues to stump the experts.

THEY 
STUDIED 
NEARLY 
10,000 female relatives of wom­ 
en who had cancer and others 
who did not. 
The cancer pa­ 
tients had either cancer of the 
breast or uterus, the two most 
common sites of female cancer. 
They did not find that cancer, 
in any sites in general, occurred 
with any unusual frequency in 
relatives of women who had can­ 
cer of the breast or uterus. 
The relatives of women who 
had breast - cancer didn’t have 
more breast cancer than relatives 
of women free of that kind of 
cancer. 
They did find some statistical 
evidence, not strong, that cancer 
of the uterus might be more 
common .among 
relatives 
of 
women with uterine cancer. 
Summing up the study . Mur­ 
phy said, “if heredity play s any 
role in influencing the frequency 
of cancer in blood relatives it 
would seem to be a very small 
one.” 
Another report told of prog­ 
ress in* a simple, 
inexpensive 
test to detect whether y oung 
women may have or may be de­ 
veloping cancer of .the cervix, 
the neck of the uterus or womb.

“ THE FRIENDLY HOME

tomorrow A rthur Godfrey fired 
singer Julius^ La Rosa, the first 
man ever to* lose hi§ job on a 
television screen in full view of 
millions. 
The incident quickly blew up 
the biggest tempest in video’s 
brief history . 
Startled by the storm he had 
created, the red-haired king of 
TV performers sofrowfy lly ex­ 
plained why he had dismissed 
La Rosa, the y oung navy vet­ 
eran 
whose 
career 
he * had 
launched. 
His 
reason: 
“Julie” 
lacked what Godfrey called — 
for lack of a better word—“hu­ 
mility .” ’ 
THIS EXPLANATION mere­ 
ly fanfied the controversy . Hu­ 
mility ? W hat .was humility ? *A 
nation wondered whether * Ar­ 
thur himself had set any course 
records in humility . 
Broadway cassandras — and 
some network executives, too-r- 
feared both “The Great God­ 
frey ”* and* his protege would be 
hurt badly by their public air­ 
ing of private differences. .They 
figured A rthur . would end up 
with a big dent in his famous 
charm, and that La Rosa would 
make a fast buck out of the no­ 
toriety , 
then’ disappear 
from 
show business. 
It hasn’t worked out, that way 
at all. Both’ A rthur and Julie 
have survived the parting, aqd 
time has. even soothed the ul­ 
cers of a few CBS vice presi­ 
dents. 
WHAT KIND of a y ear has it 
been for the two principals? 
Well, 
Godfrey lost and re­ 
gained his pilot’s license. 
F i­ 
nancially , he didn’t do as well 
as General Motors, but seems in 
no danger.of having to.sell ap­ 
ples on street corners. 
La Rosa, on thp other hand, 
has earned $ 260,000, more than 
seven times the $ 35,000 a y ear he 
wras making with Godfrey . 
The 
money came from recordings, TV 
guest appearances and a nation­ 
wide night club and theatre tour. 
Julie averages about $ 7,500 a 
week 
for night 
club 
engage­ 
ments, 
$ 5,000 
for 
one 
night 
stands. and pulled down $ 43,000 
*for two weeks at * the Chicago 
Theatre, where he had a per­ 
centage deal.

Rosa * by 
phone during a stopover at the 
Chicago Airport the other day 
end asked him how he felt about 
Godfrey how. 
% 
“I realize'that if it weren’t for 
him, I wouldn’t be where I am,” 
he said, “but I can’t quite feel 
toward him as I did before. But 
I am honestly grateful to him. 
“No, I can’t say I like him. 
But I don’t dislike him either. 
I’m just grateful to him.” 
Does La Rosa now feel he has 
learned humility ? 
“Well, I’ve made quite.a study 
of that word during the last 
y ear,” said Julie, “and what it 
really means. 
I’ve read what 
Thomas Aquinas, St. Agustine, 
and* Bishop Sheen, and other 
philosophers have said about it. 
“ YOU KNOW it doesn’t mean 
what most people think it does. 
Humility doesn’t consist, in just 
being nice to people. 
That just 
makes y ou a nice guy but it 
doesn’t make y ou truly humble. 
“Very few people have real 
humility . 
If y ou had it, y ou 
wouldn’t know it y ourself. 
I 
have found I don’t have true 
humility . It. is something be­ 
tween y ou and the Man upstairs 
. . . . between a human being 
and his God. I’ll tell y ou hon­ 
estly , I don’t have it.” 
“But I think that I am a 10 
per j:ent better person than I 
was a y ear ago.

HIS FRIENDS say La Rosa

He doesn’t throw 
his weight or his money around. 
• He has built a house for -his 
parents, is building another one 
for his sister. He is investing in 
annuities for himself. 
“The only thing he splurges 
on is his suits,” a friend said. 
“He gets a*kid’s delight in being 
w ell. dressed, and of course he 
has to dress well in his busi­ 
ness.”

He may pay up to $ 450 for a 
suit. Where does he buy them? 
From the same custom tailor 
A rthur Godfrey goes to. 
Today that is the only link 
left between Godfrey and the 
kid he Started.

ings into their coffers in the first 
part of this year ran 18 per cent 
ahead of a year ago. Insurance 
companies,

gains in available funds. And so 
do the commercial banks. 
Lower down-payments, longer 
periods of paym ent, easier rates 
and the pool of available money 
to tap which the treasury and 
the Federal Reserve System is 
m aintaining---all feed the latest 
housing boom, whose long life 
continues to stum p the experts.

W henev er we go through a political campaign, 
one side or the other attem pts to gag free dis­ 
cussion by raising the issue of unity. The argu­ 
m ent runs that if we talk badly about cach o^ er’ 
the British, the French and the Indians, to m en­ 
tion onlv three peoples, will assum e that we are 
disunited. The assum ption is that the British, the 
French and the Indians hav e nev er before heard 
of an Am erican election which is slightly more 
oolite than a British election. 
W hen Franklin D. Roosev elt and H arry T ru ­ 
m an were in the W hite House, their adherents 
iked the word, unity, and it was the Republicans 
who enjoyed attacking the Dem ocratic Adminis­ 
trations, whfch is w hat an opposition exists for. 
Now that Dwight D. Eisenhower is in the W hite 
House, the Republicans w ant ev ery argum ent 
nush-hushed for the sake of unity. 
Nothing can be more dangerous to a free so­ 
ciety than a unity synthetically dev eloped by so­ 
cial pressure. Those who complain about conform ­ 
ity ought to look into this attem pt to m ake the 
whole Am erican people accept the suppression of 
free debate during an election cam paign so that 
the British, French and Indians, to say nothing 
about the Russians and the Red Chinese, will be­ 
liev e that we are not disunited. If the argum ent 
for unity was wrong in the Roosev elt and Trum an 
A dm inistrations, why is it right in the Eisenhower 
A dm inistration? 
Dr. Philip C. Jessup, form erly of the State 
D epartm ent and now returned to Columbia u n i­ 
v ersity, once stated the argum ent this w a j. 
“Now that they are also attacking the Eisen­ 
hower Adm inistration, the sinister nature of the 
conspiracy of the M cCarthy-M cCarran axis is 
clear to all. That crowd will always be opposed 
to the duly elected leadership of the American 


^ F i r s t of all, the American people nev er elected 
anybody to leadership. In accordance with the 
Constitution, they choose a President and Vice 
President, Senators and Representativ es Ours is 
a representativ e republic operating w ith limited 
powers under a w ritten constitution. To each 
elected official is designated powers, authorities, 
duties, obligations and lim itations by that consti- 


In fact the Constitution does not set up any 
system of political parties, in no m anner recog­ 
nizing that they exist.’ Each person elected is 
chosen as an indiv idual. Constitutionally he is in 
no m anner bouna to adhere to any program an ­ 
nounced bv a political party and some of the 
great figures in our history nev er did abide by 
decisions m ade by others. F or instance, the elder 
Robert La Follette was elected as a Republican 
but he acted according to his conscience. In the 
current generation, Senator W ayne Morse v v as 
elected as a Republican, became independent, and 
now says that he will v ote with the Dem ocrats 
in the organization of the Senate. He has not been 
censured or expelled from the Senate nor hav e 
the Republicans of Oregon driv en him out of their 
Dart, v . 
It probably is practical for a Senator or a 
R epresentativ e to stick to the decisions of his 
party caucus, and when a num ber of men join to­ 
gether, someone will lead and others will follow. 
Under the American system, the one who leads 
need not be President of the United States. Cei- 
tainlv W illiam Borah was a leader when he was 
a United S tates Senator, but W arren G. H arding 
was not the leader when he was President of the 
United States. In the recent Congress, Semator 
W illiam Knov v land announced that if Red China 
were seated in the United Nations, he wold re­

and H-bo mbs it is hard fo r the mind to co n­ 
ceiv e o f any weapo n o f war that co uld po s­ 
sibly be mo re frig htening . But judg ing 
fro m latest descriptio ns, a terribly po tent 
new “ nerv e g as” shapes up as ex actly that. 
The fact that a “ nerv e g as” ex isted was 
rev ealed to the public so me mo nths ag o . 
It was said to be far mo re deadly than any 
war g as ev er pro duced. And no w, fo r the 
first time o fficially , its effects are described 
in detail in a new Army -Air Fo rce field 
manual. 
To put it as mildly as po ssible, they are 
ho rrible, sickening reading . 
Nerv e g as do es what the name sug g ests. 
It acts o n the central nerv o us sy stem, leav ­ 
ing its v ictims with no co ntro l o v er bo dy 
o rg ans and muscles. It can paraly ze, to i- 
ment and kill—all in a v ery few minutes. 
Perhaps mo st frig htening o f all is the 
fact that the g as is co lo rless and usually 
has no o do r. Yo u mig ht no t kno w it had 
hit y o u until y o u were already helpless. 
There seems to be so me cause fo r ho pe 
that the weapo n may nev er be used. The 
usag e o f lethal g as has been mo re o r less 
banned in all recent wars under interna­ 
tio nal law. And with rarely any ex ceptio ns, 
the ban has been Strictly o bserv ed.

INDISCREET UTTERANCE 
Peo ple in public life must weig h their 
ev ery public utterance to make certain 
that what they say is no t o pen to misinter­ 
pretatio n. Secretary o f Defense Charles E. 
Wilso n is learning this the hard way . 
There is still disag reement a$ to whether 
he ev er said that what is g o o d fo r General 
Mo to rs, a co mpany he o nce headed, is g o o d 
fo r the co untry . He has made it plain that 
what he meant was the o ppo site. Whether 
he said it o r did no t say it, he said so me­ 
thing eno ug h like it to allo w a co nsiderable 
number o f peo ple to believ e that he did. 
Mo re recently he to ld a press co nference 
•that while he sy mpathizes with the jo bless 
in surplus labo r areas he prefers “ bird do g s 
to kennel-fed do g s.” He added that bird 
do g s like to g et o ut and lo o k fo r% their o wn 
fo o d while kennel do g s simply sit o n their 
haunches and y elp. 
While he may hav e been urg ing initiativ e 
o n the part o f indiv iduals, a v irtue much 
admired by Americans, his remark was 
o pen to ano ther interpretatio n. In so me 
quarters it was heard as a g ratuito us insult 
to the unemplo y ed who are already g reatly 
disturbed abo ut their pro blem. 
Secretary Wilso n say s he is so rry fo r 
making “ inept remarks” abo ut do g s while 
talking abo ut jo bless wo rkers. But, he said, 
his remarks were “ disto rted by o ur left 
wing o ppo nents.”

AIR TRAVEL AND HEART DISEASE 
In an editorial in the Journal of the American 
Medical Association, the m atter ot air trav el and 
heart disease is discussed. Physicians are fre­ 
quently asked 
by 
their patients with heart dis­ 
ease whether it would do them any haim to tiav el 
by air. Uppermost in the patient’s mind are two 
questions: (1) will flight be harmful and (2) 
would it be preferable for him to seek other means 
of transportation. 
The answ er is readily .answered in most in­ 
stances: in the absence of serious illness, the 
stresses that m ight be encountered during flight 
are easily borne It is a m atter of record that 
early in commercial av iation it was feared that 
m any patients w ith heart disease m ight suffer 
en route. This fear largely disappeared as the 
result of a report published in 1941 that showed 
out of a total of 7 million passengers carried by 
fiv e m ajor airlines, only three ascribed to heart 
failure occurred while in flight while two deaths, 
considered to be heart failure, occurred shortly 
after the passenger got off the plane. The conclu­ 
sion, “if you can walk, you may fly” was a sound 
one brought out by subsequent experience. 
In 1947, a surv ey carried out at the request 
of the Civ il Aeronautics Adm inistration, found 
that attacks of unconsciousness during flight oc­ 
curred in six of ev ery 100,000 passengers; there 
was just one death aloft for ev ery one and a half 
million passengers carried, with the leading cause 
of death, heart and bloodv essel (cardiov ascular) 
disease. Although differences in altitude did not 
seem to m atter, it was significant that more 
deaths occurred in the non-pressurized type of 
cabin than in the pressurized type. 
On the pressurized cabin type of plane, the 
occasional need for the adm inistration of oxygen 
to persons with heart disease has almost reached 
the v anishing point. The editorial concludes that, 
“As a m atter of precaution, a person w ith heart 
disease snould be adv ised not to engage passage 
on any type of airliner that does not hav e a 
supply of oxygen aboard for use by any passenger 
who m ay need it in an emergency, regardless of 
the ‘cabin altitude’ to be flown” 
Of course, each indiv idual is different and if 
there is any doubt a doctor should be consulted. 
Some authorities believ e that persons in whom 
angina attacks are brought on easily or those 
who are quite nerv ous about flying, should be 
adv ised not to fly.

expressed approv al 
of

tain which reached its farthest 
line so far under the late mis­ 
called Labor Gov ernment, actu­ 
ally 
a 
Socialist 
gov ernm ent. 
Later, Carroll Reece, of Tennes­ 
see, a Republican who has been 
in Congress 30 years, made a 
speech on the floor in which he 
charged that Hays “throughout 
the hearings assumed an 
a tti­ 
tude of insulting distrust of the 
m ajority 
and 
the 
com m ittee 
staff.” 
“It 
became 
v ery 
obv ious, 
Reece said, "that the ranking 
m inority member (Hays) had 
no 
intention of perm itting o rderly 
hearings and was determ ined to 
discredit and harass the 
inv es­ 
tigation. He could not hav e made 
it clearer that he intended 
to 
fru strate orderly procedure 
to 
the lim it of his abilities.” He in­ 
terrupted Sargent 243 times in 
one session of three ho urs.

ANOTHER TERRIBLE WEAPON 
After what we have heard of A-bombs 
and H-bombs it is hard for the mind to con­ 
ceive of any weapon of war that could pos­ 
sibly be more frightening. But judging 
from latest descriptions, a terribly potent 
new “nerve gas” shapes up as exactly that. 
The fact that a “nerve gas” existed was 
revealed to the public some months ago. 
It was said to be far more deadly than any 
war gas ever produced. And now, for the 
first time officially, its effects are described 
in detail in a new Army-Air Force field 
manual. 
To put it as mildly as possible, they are 
horrible, sickening reading. 
Nerve gas does what the name suggests: 
It acts on the central nervous system, leav­ 
ing its victims with no control over body 
organs and muscles. It can paralyze, tor­ 
ment and kill—all in a very few minutes. 
Perhaps most frightening of all is the 
fact that the gas is colorless and usually 
has no odor. You might not know it had 
hit you until you were already helpless. 
There seems to be some cause for hope 
I hat the weapon may never be used. The 
usage of lethal gas has been more or less 
banned in all recent wars under interna­ 
tional law. And with rarely any exceptions, 
the ban has been strictly observed. 
Because this was true in the past, how­ 
ever, is no guarantee at all that it still 
would be true tomorrow. A nation launch­ 
ing a sneak attack, or trying to ward off 
defeat, scarcely could be depended upon to 
feel itself bound by ethics. 
If such a weapon had tp be made, it is 
surely consoling to know that the U. S. 
has made it first (or at least we hope that 
we have). For we thus have a good head 
start in working out utmost defensive 
measures. 
But it clearly is one “discovery” that the 
world could have done without. And the 
men who did the discovering, though they 
knew that it had to be done, can hardly be 
proud of their work.

NATIONAL UNITY 
Whenever we go through a political campaign, 
one side or the other attempts to gag free dis­ 
cussion by raising the issue of unity. The argu­ 
ment runs that if we talk badly about each other, 
the British, the French and the Indians, to men­ 
tion only three peoples, will assume that we are 
disunited. The assumption is that the British, the 
French and the Indians have never before heard 
of an American election which is slightly more 
polite than a British election. 
When Franklin D. Roosevelt and Harry Tru­ 
man were in the White House, their adherents 
liked the word, unity, and it was the Republicans 
who enjoyed attacking the Democratic Adminis­ 
trations, whfch is what an opposition exists for. 
Now that Dwight D. Eisenhower is in the White 
House, the Republicans want f?very argument 
hush-hushed for the sake of unity. 
Nothing can be more dangerous to a free so­ 
ciety than a unity synthetically developed by so­ 
cial pressure. Those who complain about conform­ 
ity ought to look into this attempt to make the 
whole American people accept the suppression of 
free debate during an election campaign so that 
the British, French and Indians, to say nothing 
about the Russians and the Red Chinese, will be­ 
lieve that we are not disunited. If the argument 
for unity was wrong in the Roosevelt and Truman 
Administrations, why is it right in the Eisenhower 
Administration? 
Dr. Philip C. Jessup, formerly of the State 
Department and now returned 1o Columbia Uni­ 
versity, once stated the argument this way: 
“Now that they are also attacking the Eisen­ 
hower Administration, the sinister nature of the 
conspiracy of the McCarthy-McCarran axis is 
clear to all. That crowd will always be opposed 
to the duly elected leadership of the American 
people.” 
First of all, the American people never elected 
anybody to leadership. In accordance with the 
Constitution, they choose a President and Vice 
President, Senators and Representatives. Ours is 
a representative republic operating with limited 
powers under a written constitution. To each 
elected official is designated powers, authorities, 
duties, obligations and limitations by that consti­ 
tution. 
In fact the Constitution does not set up any 
system of political parties, in no manner recog­ 
nizing that they exist. Each person elected is 
chosen as an individual. Constitutionally he is in 
no manner bound to adhere to any program an­ 
nounced by a political party and some of the 
great figures in our history never did abide by 
decisions made by others. For instance, the elder 
Robert La Follette was elected as a Republican 
but he acted according to his conscience. In the 
current generation, Senator Wayne Morse was 
elected as a Republican, became independent, and 
now says that he will vote with the Democrats 
in the organization of the Senate. Ho has not been 
censured or expelled from the Senate nor have 
the Republicans of Oregon driven him out of their 
party.It probably is practical for a Senator or a 
Representative to stick to the decisions of his 
party caucus, and when a number of men join to­ 
gether, someone will lead and others will follow.

INDISCREET UTTERANCE 
People in public life must weigh their 
every public utterance to make certain 
that what they say is not open to misinter­ 
pretation. Secretary of Defense Charles E.

That Body of Yours

AIR TRAVEL AND HEART DISEASE 
In an editorial in the Journal of the American 
Medical Association, the matter of air travel and 
heart, disease is discussed. Physicians are fre­ 
quently asked by their patients with heart dis­ 
ease whcthc r it would do them any harm to travel 
by air. Uppermost in file patient’s mind are two 
questions; (1) will flight be harmful and (2) 
would it be preferable for him to seek other means 
of transportation. 
The answer is re'adily answered in most in­ 
stances: in the absence of serious illness, the 
stresses that might be encountered during flight 
are easily borne. It is a matter of record that 
early in commercial aviation it was feared that 
many patients with heart disease might suffer 
en route. This fear largely disappeared as the 
result of a report published in 1941 that showed 
out of a total of 7 million passengers carried by 
five major airlines, only three ascribed to heart 
failure occurred while in flight while two deaths, 
considered to be heart failure, occurred shortly 
after the passenger got off the plane. The conclu­ 
sion, “if you can walk, you may fly” was a sound 
one brought out by subsequent experience. 
In 1947, a survey carried out at the request 
of the Civil Aeronautics Administration, found 
that attacks of unconsciousness during flight oc­ 
curred in six of every 100,000 passengers; there 
was just one death aloft for every one and a half 
million passengers carried, with the leading cause 
of death, heart and bloodvessel (cardiovascular) 
disease. Although differences in altitude did not 
seem to matter, it was significant that more 
deaths occurred in the non-pressurized type of 
cabin than in the pressurized type. 
On the pressurized cabin type of plane, the 
occasional need tor the administration of oxygen 
to persons with heart disease has almost reached 
the vanishing point. The editorial concludes that, 
“As a matter of precaution, a person with heart 
disease snould be advised not to engage passage 
on any type of airliner that does not have a 
supply of oxygen aboard for use by any passenger 
who may need it in an emergency, regardless of 
the ‘cabin altitude’ to be flown” 
Of course, each individual is different and if 
there is any doubt a doctor should be consulted. 
Some authorities believe that persons in whom 
angina attacks are brought on easily or those 
who are quite nervous about flying, should be 
advised not to fly.

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Adams Say s Crime 
Situation Same 
* 
New York, Oct. 18 (/Pi—Police 
Commissioner 
Francis 
W. 
H. 
Adams says the crime situation 
in the city has not improved 
since August when he reported 
New York was “on the verge of 
becoming a community of vi­ 
olence and crime.” 
“In many areas of the city 
it is worse,” he said yesterday. 
New York is still “verging on 
becoming a city of crime and 
violence,” Adams said, despite 
what he called “terrific efforts” 
by the police department and 
active interest of Mayor Robert 
F. Wagner and his adm inistra­ 
tion. 
Adams made the statem ents in 
addressing a Laymen’s Sunday 
observance at Salem Methodist 
Church. 
HE SAID the police force is 
“still about 7,000 men short of 
adeq uate strength” despite the 
addition of about 300 policemen 
and the shifting of others from 
non-patrol to street duty in the 
department that is now 20,000- 
odd strong. 
Noting that major crimes in 
the city in the first half of 1954 
were 11 per cent above those 
of the same period of 1953, 
Adams said: 
“Our 
juvenile 
delinq uency 
cases were running more than 
14 per cent ahead of the first six 
months of 1953, and present in­ 
dications are that this rate is 
steadilv increasing.” 
He said many factors are in­

“WE USED TO HEAR talk of 
what we learned at our m other’s 
knee.

For Good Bidding

Probably the most interest­ 
ing feature of today’s hand is 
the 
bidding. 
South’s 
overcall 
of 
one 
no-trump 
shows 
just 
about the same strength as an 
opening bid of one no-trump. 
Moreover, the bid guarantees at 
least one 
(usually two) 
sure 
stopper in the enemy’s suit. 
North knew that his partner 
had 16 to 18 points, balanced 
distribution, and at least three 
suits stopped. His owrn eight 
points in high cards might not 
be enough to make the combined 
total 26 points, but North was 
nevertheless right in jumping to 
game. His five-card suit might 
be useful, and his jack of spades 
was another im portant asset. 
If North had raised to only 
two no-trump, South probably 
would have gone on to game 
anyway, but there was no rea-* 
son for North to risk a pass. It 
doesn’t pay to ask your partner 
to bid what you can bid all by 
yourself. 
North naturally never consid­ 
ered a bid of two diamonds. Such 
a bid would indicate a long dia­ 
mond suit in a hand that was 
far too weak to consider a game. 
In this case North had every 
reason to expect that South 
would have a fine play for game 
at no-trump.

Tips Are Giv en 
To Repair Trees 
Hit by Hurricane 


Hurricane Hazel left a ter­ 
rific task of tree repair, especial­ 
ly for home owners. The loss of 
trees blown down was stagger­ 
ing. Hundreds of thousands of 
other trees were seriously weak­ 
ened because of broken limbs, 
torn 
branches, 
snapped 
off 
twigs and wrenched root sys­ 
tems. 
For these 
a big sanitation 
and cleanup job lies ahead. 
Smaller trees that listed after 
the hurricane should be arighted 
at once while the soil still is 
moist and held erect by guy 
wires 
until 
their 
roots 
have 
been re-established. 
During the weeks and months 
ahead, according to Dr. Philip, 
L. Rusden of the B artlett Tree 
Research Laboratories, dangling 
limbs should be removed, stubs 
of torn branches cut back flush 
to a parent limb or trunk and 
wounds 
painted, 
weak 
limbs 
cabled and V-crotches braced. 
THIS 
PRUNING 
is 
impor­ 
tant so that the wounds will heal 
and seal before damaging heart 
rot fungi can get a foothold. It 
will also prevent bark beetles 
and borers from breeding in 
weakened and dying wood. The 
hurricane carried for miles in­ 
sects which transm it Dutch elm 
disease as well as other infec­ 
tions. 
Unless curbed, tree dis­ 
eases may break out like a rash 
in new areas next year. 
Eq ually im portant as pruning 
is feeding tattering trees to help 
them regain 
lost vigor more 
q uickly. Feeding this fall yet 
will strengthen root systems and 
send trees into spring with bet­ 
ter health. 
The hurricane also pointed up 
the need for avoiding planting 
such brittle trees as the silver 
maple, red maple if it is mul­ 
tiple leaders, poplar and Chi­ 
nese elm. It also showed that 
trees along streets and high­ 
ways 
or those weakened 
by 
building 
construction 
w e r e 
blown down with greater fre­ 
q uency than those standing in 
the open with good root systems. 
Many street trees g r o w in ex­ 
hausted soils or have their roots 
abbreviated by laying of w ater 
and .sewer mains and home build­ 
ing.

Adams made the statem ents in 
addressing a Laym en’s Sunday 
observance at Salem M ethodist 
Church. 


H E SA ID the police force is 
“still about 7,000 men short of 
adequate strength” despite the 
addition of about 300 policemen 
and the shifting of others from 
non-patrol to street duty in the 
departm ent th at is now 20,000- 
odd strong. 
Noting that m ajor crimes in 
the city in the first half of 1954 
were 11 per cent above those 
of 
the same 
period of 
1953, 
Adams said: 
“Our 
juvenile 
delinquency 
cases were running more than 
14 per cent ahead of the first six 
m onths of 1953, and present in­ 
dications are th at this rate is 
steadily increasing.” 
He said m any factors are in­

added: 


“WE USED TO HEAR talk of 
what we learned at our m other’s 
knee.

Tips Are Given 
To Repair Trees 
Hit by Hurricane 


Hurricane Hazel left a te r­ 
rific task of tree repair, especial­ 
ly for home owners. The loss of 
trees blown down was stagger­ 
ing. H undreds of thousands of 
other trees were seriously w eak­ 
ened because of broken limbs, 
torn 
branches, 
snapped 
off 
twigs and wrenched root sys­ 
tems. 
For 
these 
a 
big 
sanitation 
and cleanup job lies ahead. 
Sm aller trees th at listed after 
the hurricane should be arighted 
at once while the soil still is 
moist and held erect by guy 
wires 
until 
their 
roots 
have 
been re-established. 
During the weeks and months 
ahead, according to Dr. Philip 
L. Rusden of the B artlett Tree 
R esearch Laboratories, dangling 
limbs should be removed, stubs 
of torn branches cut back flush 
to a parent limb or trunk and 
wounds 
painted, 
w eak 
limbs 
cabled and V-crotches braced. 
THIS

is 
impor- j 
tan t so th at the wounds will h e a l; 
and seal before dam aging heart 
rot fungi can get a foothold. It 
will also prevent bark b eetles; 
and 
borers 
from 
breeding 
in j 
weakened and dying wood. The 
hurricane carried for miles in- j 
sects which transm it Dutch elm | 
disease as well as other infec­ 
tions. 
Unless curbed, tree dis­ 
eases may break out like a rash 
in new areas next year. 
Equally im portant as pruning 
is feeding tatterin g trees to help 
them 
regain 
lost 
vigor more 
quickly. Feeding this fall yet 
will strengthen root system s and 
send trees into spring with bet­ 
ter health. 
The hurricane also pointed up 
the need for avoiding planting 
such brittle trees as the silver 
maple, red m aple if it is m ul­ 
tiple leaders, poplar and Chi­ 
nese elm. It also showed th at 
trees along streets and high­ 
ways 
or 
those 
weakened 
by 
building 
construction 
w e r e 
blown down w-ith greater fre­ 
quency than those standing in 
the open w*ith good root systems. 
Many street trees grow in ex­ 
hausted soils or have their roots 
abbreviated by laying of w ater 
and ^ew er mains and home build­ 
ing.

Everybody should be con­ 
cerned about governmental ex­ 
penditures on all levels—local, 
state and national. The money 
the politicians spend comes from 
the pockets of the people and 
from corporations’ coffers. 
Taxes, in other words, exert 
great influences on prosperity. 
If they# are high, they throttle 
good times; if they are low, they 
are a boon to national well­ 
being. 
I have just completed an ex- 
hausive study of the financial 
affairs of a dozen ranking 
American corporations. And in 
this article I.shall discuss some 
of the significant economic data 
of one of these enterprises—Gen­ 
eral Motors. 
The period under discussion 
covers five years—1949 to 1953 
inclusive. It touches upon pay­ 
rolls, taxes, dividends and em­ 
ployment. All the studies I 
have made are comparable, per­ 
centage-wise, to this from the 
standpoint of what the tax col­ 
lector received over against what 
the workers and the owners of 
the business got. 
GENERAL MOTORS’ payrolls 
for 1952-1953 totaled about $9,- 
763,000,000. 
Tax 
collectors 
grabbed 
$4,424,000,000. 
The 
common stockholders (assuming 
all the risks and furnishing the 
equity money) received $1,924,- 
000,000. Average? yearly em­ 
ployes were 469,i)00. 
Thus, for every dollar that the 
employes were paid, the local 
state, national and international 
taxgatherers received 45 cents 
—nearly half. 
And for every 
dollar of tax money exacted, the 
owners of the business got 43 
cents. It is a sad commentary 
on the state of health of the na­ 
tional economy. The politicians 
got a little less than half as 
much as the workers and over 
twice as much as the owners. 
With a yearly average of 469,- 
000 people on the payroll for the 
1949-1953 period and with taxes 
of $4,424,000,000 the average 
weekly tax bill per employe was 
nearly $40! 
Government, indeed, has be­ 
come big business. Taxes, norm- | 
ally thought of as a deflationary | 
force, pile costs on costs and 
thus keep prices high. 
What would a billion dollars 
in tax savings do? A myriad of * 
things. New machinery could be 
bought. Efficiencies could be in­ 
troduced in production cutting 
the cost of the finishing prod­ 
ucts. Prices could be reduced, 
thus making possible more sales 
which, in turn, would create 
more jobs. Better wages could 
be paid and the stockholders’ 
share could be put more in fine 
with that of the tax collector. 
THE AVERAGE AMERICAN 
citizen should give far greater 
attention to the spending pro­ 
clivities of his elected repre­ 
sentatives. Guard over local and 
state purse-strings is fairly well 
controlled. But on a national 
basis, it isn’t. 
A local taxpayer would vote 
down a measure aimed at home 
improvement. But if the money 
were to come fiom Washington 
he would shout from the house­ 
tops for it. 
As these figures so eloquently 
show, one of the surest ways in 
which to promote prosperity— 
a sound and lasting prosperity— 
is to get taxes down. And until

Campaigners Hit 
Back at Dewey’s 
Distortion Claims 
New York, Oct. 18 ( ^ —Dem­ 
ocratic party campaigners have 
hit back at Gov. Thomas E. 
Dewey’s claim of “distortion and 
misrepresentation” 
in 
accusa­ 
tions that his administration 
was 
responsible 
for harness 
track scandals. 
Democratic State Chairman 
Richard H. Balch said Saturday 
that Dewey personally made it 
possible for Republicans to make 
fortunes from harness racing. 
Among other Republican leaders, 
Balch named Nassau county 
leader J. Russel Sprague and 
said he made $600,000 by race 
track deals. 
Balch said Dewey “didn’t even 
hint” a* these Republican inter­ 
ests in a television speech last 
Friday when he replied to Demo­ 
cratic allegations r e g a r d i n g 
track scandals. 
These were 
made in a television film narrat­ 
ed by Rep. Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt Jr., candidate for attorney 
general. 
IN HIS SPEECH Dewey had 
said “political figures of both 
parties owned stock, along with 
the general public” in harness 
tracks. However, he claimed 
that all “gangsters and hood­ 
lums” mentioned by Roosevelt in 
connection with the tracks were 
actually “important figures in 
the Democrat machine.” 
Balch called Dewey’s speech 
an- attempt “to camouflage cor­ 
ruption in his own party and in 
his own administration.” 
He said two legislative bills 
approved by Dewey allowed 
"Sprague and company to move 
in on harness lacing and there­ 
by making for themselves new 
fortunes.” 
r 
“No matter what Dewey says, 
or doesn’t say,” Balch continued, 
“the ink with which his signa­ 
ture was written in both cases 
clearly shows through the coat 
of whitewash which he has so 
painstakingly tried to apply.” 
SPEAKING IN ITHACA on 
Saturday, Roosevelt said he 
would make a statewide telecast 
Wednesday night “to spell out 
in complete detail the facts” be­ 
hind the harness track scandals. 
He declared, “it was Dewey 
himself who set up the very 
foundation on which his Repub­ 
lican party bosses and cronies 
made their fortunes.” 
Earlier in Oswego, Roosevelt 
said he was “amused” by Dew­ 
ey’s broadcast and added that 
the governor “couldn’t answer 
the simple fact that his close 
Republican associates * * * all 
benefited from the harness scan­ 
dals.” 
He listed these associates as 
County Chairman Sprague of 
Nassau. Thomas J. Curran of 
New York (Manhattan), John 
R. Crews of Kings (Brooklyn), 
Frank Kenna of Queens and D. 
Mallory Stephens of Putnam.

McLaughlin said the syndicate 
was a giant conspiracy among 
the mayor, certain policemen 
and gamblers to operate a num­ 
bers lottery and pinball machine 
racket that brought in some 20 
million dollars yearly. 
Most of the other defendants 
are proprietors or employes of 
shoeshine parlors and news­ 
stands.
